Feels Law Not In Effect 
Until 1940 


Governor Hurley’s suggestion to 
the legislature last week that they 
tackle the redistricting problem 
which they have avoided since 
19385 may not mean Andover’s sev- 
erance from South Lawrence until 
the 1940 elections, and possibly not 
even then, county commissioner 
Frederick Butler stated yesterday. 


| The consensus of the legislature at 


present, he said, seems to be that 
if the law is passed, ordering the 
redistricting, it will probably be 
put into effect for the 1940 elec- 
tion and not for the November elec- 
tions of this year, 

The county commissioners have 
no authority to redistrict until so 
ordered by the legislature, but Mr. 
has done some tentative 
work on the problem of his own al- 
though the commissioners as a 
board have not discussed it. It is 
assumed that 76-7700 votes would be 
used as the basis per member of 
the legislature, and if this is the 
case Andover could be worked in 
Middleton. However, it is up 
legislature to decide this 
figure, and a variation of any size 
may place Andover elsewhere or 
leave it with South Lawrence as it 
is now, 

If the problem continues after 
the November elections, County 
commissioner Fred ‘Butler may not 
have anything to do with it if he 
makes the gubernatorial grade. He 
stated yesterday that he has a stiff 
fight in the primaries ahead of him 
against Leverett Saltonstall on Sep- 
tember 20, but if he gets the Re- 
publican nomination on that day 
he would have a good chance 
against the Democratic candidate in 
November,

A Real torial on drunken- 
ness in town depart- 
Purge ments brought in its 
Needed wake many more 
stories about this 


unfortunate state of affairs not only 
in the public works department 
but also in other town positions. 
From all over the town, Shawsheen 
to the Vale, came tales of trucks 
parked near breweries, men com- 
ing to work with pints which they 
were altruistic enough to share 
with their fellow-workers, men 
sleeping it off in the woods, and so 
on, Some of the stories of course 
had gathered size as a snowball 
does when rolled down a hill, but 
there was enough truth to most of 
them to warrant a pretty close 
study of the whole situation, fol- 
lowed if need be by drastic action. 
The town officials themselves were 
keenly interested in the problem 
and the chances are that soon the 
condition will be rectified. 

Before town meeting we go over 
very carefully all the budget re- 
quests made by the town depart- 
ments, and in an endeavor to keep 
the tax rate down we usually pick 
on the special articles, assuming 
that the departments are not ask- 
ing for any more money than they 
actually need. And _ yet _ this 
drunkenness situation is an ex- 
ample of a far more serious waste 
than these special articles would 
involve. When we appropriate so 
much for highway construction for 
instance, we just take the depart- 
ment’s word that that much is 
needed, and yet if this work were 
done by sober, hard-working men, 
the chances are that the cost to 
the town would be reduced consid- 
erably. Inefficient work by public 
employees is at the very core of 
the high tax problem everywhere, 
From Shawsheen last week came 
stories about a job done on Fletcher 
street with a maximum of time 
caused by a minimum of effort. 
Conditions there became so bad 
that it was reported one party 
called the town department to reg- 
ister a complaint. And it is said 
that the long-lasting River road 
job lasted longer because of the 
proximity of a house where liquid 
refreshment was procurable, 

We’re paying for things like this, 
We're paying these men who seem 
to feel that their position is so se- 
cure that they can do anything 
they wish. That’s the big trouble 
with public employment, They 
either, as in the case of firemen 
and policemen, are on civil service 
or in the case of teachers on 
tenure, or they are so _ well- 
entrenched politically that they 
feel no matter what they do, no 
one would fire them, 
purge of all our departments would 
help cut the tax rate and it would 
also allow worthy people to get the 
jobs that are now held by parasitic 
men,
